Conversion to Grade A Milk Continues

Grade B to Grade A milk production

continued, as shown in the table
below. For the year, 98% of milk sold to
plants and dealers in the United States
was Grade A, up from 74% in 1970.

In 2002, the general trend from

Grade A milk output in each of the seven
states in the Upper Midwest Order, as a
percentage of total milk production, also
increased significantly during the 32-
year period. Grade A milk accounted for
96% of total milk production in Min-

nesota and Wisconsin, up from 29% and
54%, respectively, in 1970. Minnesota
and Wisconsin, however, continue to
account for nearly halt of the 3 billion
pounds of Grade B milk produced in the
United States in 2002.
